Relatives Are Advised 
Here Late Friday 
Afternoon 


(Associated Press) 
PEKING, China, Dec. 12—The in 
ternational train which left Peking 
for Titnsin early Thursday mom 
ng returned here at six o’clock W* 
night after having been caught in a 
batte between the forces of Feng 
Yu Slung and Li Citing Ling at Yang- 
itun twenty mile* north of Tiensiu. 
Twenty American^, nine 
British, 
several prominent Jap*, and four lea­ 
gue of nations representatives, sent 
to study the plague in Manchuria, 
who were on board, were forced to 
take refuge from bursting shells un­ 
der coaches of the stalled train. The 
passengers included a number of wo­ 
men and children. All escaped un­ 
harmed and declared they were none 
the worse for experience except for 
the discomfort of huddling under the 
train in chilly weather. 
Their experience was not without 
thrills, a bomb from an airplane fell 
in the midst of a camel train nearby, 
and fragments penetrated the car» 
which also were struck by bullets. 
The International train was stopped 
at Yantsun, an armored train belong­ 
ing to General Feng, which had fol­ 
lowed it, landed 1,000 troops and be 
gan fighting the forces of General Li. 
As the guns opened fire the pussen- 
gers on the International who had 
alighted with the intention of walk­ 
ing ran back to the train and got 
under the cars.

Another prayer of this kind 
is, to the effect that God "has spared our unprofitable 
lives.” 
Well, that’s a prettygood prayer for those who 
are merely seeking and have not received the spirit of 
service! That prayer does indicate that "we are on pray­ 
ing grounds and pleading terms." And it is mighty good 
to be that far,-and no mistake! 
The two exemplar prayers are those of our Master. 
The first of these was uttered at the open grave of ris­ 
ing Lazarus: 
‘‘And Jesus lifted pp His eyes, and said, 
‘Father, I thank Thee that Thou has heard Me.’ ’’ Blessed 
is the person whose prayer is heard—such people are 
sure to become a blessing to the world! 
And just as 
Christ raised a dead man at the time of that prayer, so 
people today who have^agcess to a throne of grace, can ask 
successfully for life for those “though they be dead in 
trespasses and sins.”

The fourth prayer was the one 
of the 
Master that 
thanked God, that He had given the message of truth 
in such a way that the man by the road-side and in the
